12.21 Miles Of Road 
Will Be Constructed 
In County By State 


Immediate construction of 1221 
miles of light type macadam road 
in Adams county has been ordered 
by Secretary of Highways Samuel S 
Lewis. The work, which is on two 
road sections, will be done by the 
department’s forces, and labor for 
the work will be recruited locally in 
j order to increase employment. 
One ol the sections is 5 29 miles 
south of Idaville on traffic route 
334. It will join Idaville to the ma­ 
cadam road between Heidlersburg 
and Biglerville, and will give farm­ 
ers of Tyrone and Butler townships 
a.new improved outlet to Carlisle. 
Gettysburg, Dillsburg 
and 
York 
Springs. 
The second is 6.92 miles between 
Hampton and Hunterstown, closing 
an unimproved gap on traffic route 
394 
This road will provide a new 
link between the Harrisburg-Gettys­ 
burg pike and the road from York 
Springs to Hanover.

erties of J. Wesley Miller and Vin­ 
cent Bosserman, whose properties 
adjoin each other on Gettysburg 
road 
The fire was discovered at the 
Miller garage at 11:45 o’clock Sat­ 
urday night by Guy Shiliman and 
Julius Schimmel. 
The alarm was 
spread and townsfolk formed a 
bucket brigade. 
Pumpers Useless 
Fire apparatus from Abbottstown, 
York Springs and New Oxford re­ 
sponded to calls for assistance, but 
were hampered in their activity by 
lack of water. Chemicals were used 
on the burning structures without 
effect. The pumpers were unable to 
draw water from the deep wells in 
the vicinity^ Water carried in buck­ 
ets prevented the ignition of other 
frame structures in the vicinity. 
In the Miller property, the follow­ 
ing were destroyed: A new garage, 
a barn, a hog pen. a chicken house, 
a buggy shed, a utility shed, a tour- 
I ing car, five tons of hay and a small 
'quantity of 
feed. 
Twenty-seven 
chickens and two hogs were saved. 
On the Bosserman property the 
following were destroyed: A barn, 
hog pen, two chicken houses, seven 
cords of wood, and 500 feet of lumber 
which had been stored in the barn. 
Three hogs and a car were taken 
from the buildings.

A short circuit in the ' 


I wiring system of the car is believed 
to be the cause of the fire. 


Eight In Same Family Contract 
Typhoid Fever At East Berlin; 
Disease Fatal To One Person 


Misfortune Lays Heavy Hand On Claude 
Wright Family; Mother And Three Chil­ 
dren Alone Escape Contagion From Con­ 
taminated Well Near Home. 


Misfortune has laid a heavy hand 
on the 
I auntly of Claude Wright, 
East Berlin. Eight out of twelve 
members in the family have con­ 
tracted typhoid fever. 
Death at 5:30 this morning claim­ 
ed the life of Fairy Wright, 15, at 
the York hospital, where tile father 
and three other children are ill with 
typhoid fever. 
A few hours later, Lavere Wright 
IO. one of five children at home 
was brought to the Warner hos­ 
pital, suffering from the same mal­ 
ady in milder form, and placed in 
the same room with a sister, Kath­ 
leen, 13. who is recovering from a 
severe attack. 
Mother Ewa.pea 
Another child. Lloyd, 5, is suffer­ 
ing from typhoid fever at his home, 
where Mrs. Wright and three other 
children, the youngest. Glenn, aged 
three weeks, have fortunately es­ 
caped contracting the disease. Irma 
Wright, 17, and Stewart I, at home, 
also have escaped the malady 
Five members of the Wright fam­ 
ily, including the father, were ad­ 
mitted to the York hospital about 
a week ago, all seriously ill with ty­ 
phoid fever, believed to have been 


contracted from drinking contam­ 
inated 
well water. 
Besides the 
father, the others admitted to the 
York hospital were Charles. 14; Earl, 
8; Clair, 7, and Fairy, 15, whose 
death occurred this morning, 
Kathleen Wright was seriously 111 
when she was admitted to the local 
hospital on Saturday, June 13, but 
she is making rapid progress toward 
recovery. The father and the other 
three children in the York hospital 
are reported to be doing nicely. 
Father Out Of Work 
The Wright family is in straitened 
circumstances, according to resi­ 
dents of East Berlin, The father is 
a laborer on the East Berlin rail­ 
road. and since his illness his earn­ 
ing power has been cut off. Resi­ 
dents of East Berlin are helping the 
family in every way possible, and 
Adams county welfare authorities 
are being asked to assist. 
A Mrs. Krauft. a neighbor of the 
Wright family, also is suffering from 
typhoid fever, at her home. She is 
said to have drunk water from the 
contaminated well. 
Neither the 
Wright nor the Krauft families are 
connected with the East Berlin wa­ 
ter system, it is said.

War Debts Plan Is 
Cause Of Violent 
Action In Markets 


By Associated Press 
President Hoover’s proposal for a 
year's suspension of war debts and 
reparation payments was reflected 
in a strong upswing of the stock 
market of the world today. 
This 
was true in New York. Berlin, Lon­ 
don. Paris, and Liverpool. 
While the world stock markets 
swung upward on news of the presi­ 
dent's plan, world capitals buzzed 
politically as the various governments 
began consideration of the parts 
they must play in any acceptance 
of the president’s proposal, 
Paris apparently holds the key to 
the situation and it was understood 
the cabinet would consider it to­ 
morrow. 


H< ary Eline, 48. of Mt. Pleasant 
township, near Kohler’s mill, was 
arrested Saturday evening at 6 
o’clock by state and local police on 
a charge of the illegal sale and 
possession of liquor.

ice as giant “therm ometers" to tell 
scientists whether the nation’s cli­ 
mate is growing w anner or cooler. 
Glaciers, giant rivers of ice that 
move down 
m ountain 
valleys at 
high altitudes, are extremely sensi­ 
tive to shifts in climate, says Dr. 
F E. M atthes of the United States 
geological survey, 
They 
record 
the 
changes 
by 
growing longer or shorter in their 
m ountain channel, somewhat as a 
therm om eter’s mercury moves up 
and down in response to tem pera­ 
ture variations. 
Yearly Move* 
Regular yearly m easurem ents of 
the movements of im portant gla­ 
ciers in the 
United 
States and 
Alaska are to be arranged for by 
a 
newly-appomted 
committee 
of 
the American Geophysical union. 
Dr. M atthes is chairm an of the com­ 
mittee 
Because 
North 
America 
has 
more glaciers than any other conti­ 
nent, this country is an especially 
good * laboratory’’ for studying cli­ 
m ate variations. Dr. M atthes points 
out. 
* 
Glaciers all over the world are 
being m easur'd with the same ob­ 
ject under supervision of the In ­ 
ternational Union of Geodesy and 
Geophysics. 
Glacier measurem ents over long 
periods 
are 
expected 
to 
show 
whether the world is enteiing an ­ 
other “warm age" after emerging 
from the last ice age. rem ains of 
which still can be seen in the ice 
'heels that cover Greenland. Ice­ 
land and the Antartic continent. 
Gather Evidence 
W eather experts are accumulativ* 
evidence 
th at 
seems to 
indicate 
there are regular cycles of warm and 
cold, wet and dry years, of varying 
lengths. Study of glacier variations 
will help check these theories. 
If the climate continues to grow’ 
warmer, some glaciers may dim in­ 
ish greatly or even disappear alto­ 
gether. 
Dr 
M atthes says. 
This 
would affect towns and cities th at 
derive drinking water and 
water 
power from stream s that originate 
from the melting of glaciers 
Measuring the advance or reces­ 
sion of a glacier is comparatively 
simple 
A base line is established across 
the 
glacier 
between 
two 
fixed 
points on the sides of the vallev 
above the moving ice. The distance 
from the base line to the tip of the 
glacier, compared with the distance 
noted the previous year, shows how- 
far the glacier has advanced or re­ 
ceded 
It is im portant th at the m easure­ 
m ents be made yearly, preferably 
at the end of the summer melting 
period. Dr. M atthes says 
As yet there is no evidence that 
glaciers the world over are ad ­ 
vancing or retreating consistently. 
he explains. 
Some are retreating, 
others rem ain practically station­ 
ary, while others both advance and 
retreat over varying period*

MOTOR BOATS 


Legislature Passes Law Re­ 
quiring Plates For Out­ 
board Motors. 


AU owners of motor boats or out­ 
board motors nowr are required to 
.secure a license for their craft 
The 
legislature at the last session en­ 
acted a law* providing for the licens­ 
ing and regulation of motor boats 
operated or navigated on any inland 
waters 
Enforcem ent of this law 
was placed with the board of fish 
commissioners and becomes effec­ 
tive July I 
Officers of the belard today re­ 
minded all owners of motor boats 
of any type or character that they 
should immediately get in 
touch 
With the board of 
fish commis­ 
sioners and request an application 
for the licensing 
if their motor 
boat. 
Special notice is also given 
to the owners of outboard motors
